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A Secondhand Dealer’s Suit Against 
Tiffany & Co. Dismissed. 

In Part L\ 4 Trial Term, of the New 
York Supreme Court, Thursday, Judge 
McLean and a jury heard the suit brought 
by Jacob Lubliner, a secondhand jewelry 


dealer, to recover $20,000 damages from 
Tiffany & Co. for false arrest and impris 
ynment Che arrest mentioned in thx 


complaint occurred Jan. 10, 1894, and grew 
out of an advertisement by Tiffany & Co 
/ a reward for the return of certain lost 
jewelry. Part of the jewelry was returned 
by Geo. A. Pughe, who said that the re 
mainder had been sold to Lubliner, then 
in business at 386 Seventh Ave. Lubliner 
was arrested and on the complaint oj 
Ralph M. Hyde, superintendent of the 
Tiffany establishment, was held for the 
Grand Jury. He was indicted for grand 
larceny, but the indictment was dismissed, 
July 9, 1898, on the motion of the District 
Attorney. In October, 1898, Lubliner, 
through his counsel, Chas. G: F. Wahle, 
commenced this action against Tiffany & 
Co. and another against Mr. Hyde per- 
sonally 

The Tiffany suit came to trial Thursday, 
and the plaintiff put on the stand Mr, 
Hyde, of the defendants, a representative 
of the District Attorney’s office and a rep 
resentative of THE CrIRCULAR-WEEKLY 
and also offered in evidence the complaint, 
indictment and warrant to prove the ar 
rest and volumes of THE JEWELERS’ 
CIRCULAR and THE JEWELERS’ WEEKLY to 
prove that the arrest was published 
to the jewelry trade. 

When the plaintiff's case was in, C. E 
Miller, counsel for Tiffany & Co., moved 
that the complaint be dismissed. After 
in argument Judge MacLean granted the 
motion and dismissed the complaint. 

Mr. Wahle stated, Friday, that Lubliner 
would appeal from this decision and would 
also prosecute the other action against 
Mr. Hyde personally

Several years later he 
purchased the interest of his partner, and 
in 1859 took Roswell P. Flower, later 
Governor of the State of New York, into 
the business with him.

The depth for pearl fishing varies, bu: 
Ik feet may be considered the maximum 
The small boats fish along the coast in 
shallow water of a depth of from six to 
eight feet. The larger boats remain out 
for months at a time, sometimes from the 
end of June to the beginning of October, 
only coming once or twice to port in or 
der to sell their pearls and to replenish 
their supplies The duration of the div- 
ing season depends, however, upon the 
temperature of the water 

Various attempts have been made to 
change the method of pearl fishing and 
to alter the diving helmet; but the Arabs, 
in whose hands the pearl trade chiefly 
lies, are conservative to an extraordinary 


degree. Hundreds of Hindoos also come 
to the gulf during the season, returning 
to India at the close. The owners of the 


diving boats are usually poor and are 
forced to depend upon the advances of 
pearl dealers to equip and provision their 
vessels, 

\n approximate estimate of the value of 
the Persian pearl trade is very difficult to 
make, since the pearls change hands many 
times before they are sent away, and no sta 
tistics are available even at the two chief 
markets—Bahrein and Lingah. Sales are 
often made, of late years, on the open 
sea. The pearls are sold by weight. They 
are divided according to quality, color 
and form. Only those of the better qual- 
ity are sent to Europe; the irregular ones 
remain in India, and the smallest, so- 
called seed pearls, go to China. Bombay

Isaac N. and Elizabeth Scott Woodruff 
Isaac N. was a farmer and resided in 
Watertown until aiter the death of his 
wife in 1863, when he divided his time 
with his daughter in Watertown and his 
son in Winsted, where he died about 1875.

Co., 
and Mr. Woodruff was elected secretary 


and treasurer. In 1871 the concern met 
with a disaster, the factory being destroyed 
by fire, and the company were reorganized 
under the present name, William L. Gil 


bert Clock Co., and Mr. Woodruff was 
given the same offices he had formerly 
held. Upon Mr. Gilbert's death, in 1890, 


Mr. Woodruff became president and treas 
urer, and so remained until his death 
Hi vas always a very active § man 


and gave his personal attention to the

RISE OF THE WINDOW DRESSER. 


ORMERLY the arrangement of the 
windows of a shop, as of the shelves, 
counters and interior divisions, was a mat- 
ter of no great concern. Goods intended 
to be sold were placed where they were 
most accessible for the salesman and the 
customer, and it was usual to display in 
the windows, without much regard for ar- 
tistic symmetry of arrangement, such fab- 
rics as were either very new in design, very 
cheap, very much in demand by the people, 
very rare or of which the establishment 
had on hand a very large or varied sup- 
ply. 

By degrees, however, as the standard of 
public taste in articles of apparel or fur- 
nishing has improved in a steadily cheap- 
ening and broadening market, and as the 
ingenuity of American manufacturers has 
been more generally recognized, profes- 
sional “window dressers,” exclusively em- 
ployed on account of their proficiency in 
trimming shop windows, have found a 
place, and there is now some competition 
for their services. 

An expert window dresser must have a 
keen eye for artistic effect, for the con- 
trasting and blending of colors, for the ef- 
fects of light and shade on furniture and 
fabrics, and for the caprices of taste in 
fashions or of fashions in taste.-—Editorial 
in The Sun. 


VALUE OF WINDOW DISPLAYS: 


THINK I never fully appreciated the 
value of window displays until a few 
days ago. A tailor has his office in his 
front window on a prominent street. I 
had an engagement with him and had a 
wait of five minutes while he closed an or- 
der with a customer. During the interval 
I sat idly looking into the busy street in 
front of me. The window was nearly on 
the level with the sidewalk. I was sur- 
prised to see how many people looked di- 
rectly into the window, and apparently 
took close invoice of the interior. Men, 
women, children—everyone, it seemed, 
glanced in.. There wasn’t anything inter- 
esting (I was screened); it was one of a 
hundred similar windows on the street. I 
counted nearly 100 people who passed in 
one direction while I watched. . Just about 
three-fourths of them gave a glance into 
the window that would have been sufficient 
to give them general information about 
any goods that might have been there on 
exhibition. It doesn’t take an expert 
mathematician to conceive what a tremen- 
dous advertising power is too frequently

THE RETAIL JEWELERS SPEAK OUT AND GIVE 
THEIR IDEAS ON AN IMPORTANT MATTER 
BEARING UPON THEIR TRADE.

Replying to your circular letter of the 
25th inst., we think that the manufactur- 
ers should give a case in exchange for one 
which has not worn the length of time 
guaranteed, to fill the unexpired term of 
guarantee; but we think they should cer- 
tainly give the guarantee from the time 
the case was made by the factory and not 
from the time sold by the jeweler, as the 
customer always looks to the retailer to 
furnish a case which will last the length 
of time guaranteed in actual use. 

To answer your questions specifically, 
we should say: 

“No” to the first one; 

“Yes” to the second; 

“Yes” to the third; 
but we believe that the fourth question, 
if answered in the affirmative, would lead 
to complications.

CORUNDUM GEMS 
India (Continued) 


Corundum associated with acidic rocks.—The 
most important occurrence of corundum in asso- 
ciation with acidic rocks is that of the Kashmir 
sapphires, which are found in granite. The coun- 
try rock is a schistose gneiss, with white feldspar, 
black mica and garnets, and at one point inter- 
stratified with siliciary limestone and anthophyl- 
lite (kupfferite). Coarse pegmatite traverses the 
schists in veins, carrying tourmaline, euclase 
kyanite, sapphire and various other minerals. 

Another marked occurrence is that of a vein or 
bed of blue corundum with kyanite and damour- 
ite, Im a coarse-grained quartz rock full of tour 
maline and traversed by pegmatite veins, at Bal- 
arampur, Manblium district, Bengal. This mica- 
corundum vein lies at the junction between a body 
of metamorphic and transition rocks. The corun- 
dum crystals, which vary greatly in size and have 
usually a zone or banded structure of blue and 
white, lie enclosed in large, irregular crystals ot 
light-blue kyanite, from which they are often sep 
arated by a thin layer of damourite. This latter 
at times passes insensibly into the surrounding 
kyanite, showing an origin by alteration there- 
from; but the corundum crystals are sharp and 
distinct, and give no suggestion of being cores or 
residual portions of large masses that have al- 
tered into kyanite, as Professor Genth held in 
many cases. Mr. Holland compares Professor 
Genth’s account of blue corundum with the kyan- 
ite, mica and andalusite from Patrick county, 
Virginia; and though the associated minerals and 
rocks are closely similar, he can find not only no in- 
dication of the origin of the Bengal kyanite from 
the corundum, but much evidence against it. He 
regards the sharp, clear corundum crystals as 
idiomorphic, and the kyanite as formed around 
them and afterwards partly altered to the damour- 
ite, the excess of simple base separating first, the 
remainder afterwards uniting with silica. 

A further occurrence in association with acidic 
rocks is that in a group of localities in the Salem 
district of Madras termed the Pasarapatti area. 
Here the corundum is scattered through large 
lenticular masses of orthoclase occurring in lines 
parallel to the strike (NE.-~SW.) of gneissic por- 
tions of the charnockite series, traversed by veins 
of granite pegmatite. The relations of these rocks 
have not been fully worked out, as Mr. Holland 
says, and, indeed, there appear to be some dis- 
crepancies between the accounts of them given 
in the chapter already referred to and in the one 
following. In the lenticles of red to flesh-colored 
orthoclase are found, besides the corundum, silli- 
manite (fibrolite), rutile, green and black spinels, 
and brotite, which last is markedly peripheral. 
Minute corundums occur throughout, as well as 
large crystals; but it is interesting to note that 
around the latter the former have disappeared and 
the feldspar is pure, so that every large crystal is 
surrounded by a shell or court of pink, sometimes 
white, orthoclase, free from corundum inclusions, 
from one-eighth to one-fourth of an inch in thick- 
ness, which remains when the crystal is broken 


out. A plate illustrates this striking feature. The 
same or a similar process has occurred at other 
localities also; thus in the Sithanipundi area, in 
the Salem district, referred to above as the anorth 
ite (indianite) occurrence, the pale-colored corun- 
dum crystals and irregularly shaped pieces scat 
tered through the anorthite-gneiss are usually en 
veloped in a calcite shell of about the same thick- 
ness. This would seem to be derived, as Pro 
fessor Judd thinks the Burman limestones have 
been, by: alteration from anorthite, for the reason 
that adjacent to them in other portions of the 
rock are found small red corundums with a shel! 
of anorthite partly changed into calcite. 

The whole chapter, while a very interesting and 
important contribution to our knowledge, gives 
the impression that more detailed examination is 
needed, and extensive correlation of the varied 
modes of occurrence of corundum now known, 
ere a full understanding can be reached as to the 
development of this remarkable mineral. Very 
rapid progress has been made in this direction in 
recent years, with the general result of proving 
its authogenic origin in igneous rocks of various 
kinds. As to its origin by processes of alteration, 
as held by Professor Judd for that of Burmah, the 
facts just alluded to in the Sithanipundi area in 
Madras may indicate a different aspect, though 
Mr. Holland does not refer to this. The Can 
adian occurrences present, or at least suggest, close 
relationships with those of Coimbatore, and per 
haps with those of Pasarapatti. 

The next chapter of the paper, which is much 
the longest, is on the geographic distribution of 
corundum, in both the Indian peninsulas, Ceylon 
not being included in this report, which is chiefly 
confined to Burmah, Madras and Mysore, the other 
localities, in many parts of India, being either 
little worked or, as in some cases, little known. It 
is impossible in a brief review like this to at- 
tempt any analysis of this chapter; the main points 
have been noted in the last or Burmah report of 
Messrs. Brown and Judd. All that is thus far 
known of the distribution of corundum in India 
is here given, and the acconnt is by far the most 
complete that has ever appeared. 

Chapter V. of the paper is on “the uses of cor- 
undum and its precious varieties.”” So far as con- 
cerns the possible employment of corundum as 
an ore of aluminium, Mr. Holland thinks that its 
value as an abrasive will prevent such use, at 
least until the present supply of softer hydrated 
oxides shall fail. This subject has been referred 
to, however, in recent reports of this bureau in 
connection with the Canadian corundum on the 
one hand and the rapidly growing manufacture 
of the new carbide abrasives on the other. 

The subject of “effective hardness” is next con- 
sidered, and the difference between the mineralog- 
ical hardness and abrasive power noted. In the 
case of corundum sapphire is the hardest form, 
breaking with a sharp, conchoidal fracture, while 
ruby crystals and the still more ordinary forms 
cleave readily along what are not really cleavage 
planes, but parting planes upon which softer sec- 
ondary products have developed. Both the man- 
ner of breakage and the admixture, even in small 
quantities, of these decomposed products tend to 
lower the abrasive power. Emery, which contains 
a large proportion of magnetite, is nevertheless 
often superior to crushed corundum, a fact long 
ago noted by Mr. T. Durkin Parest in the man. 
ufacture of emery wheels at Stroudsburg, Pa., 
from the fact that its corundum is of the sapphire 
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variety, either in minute crystals or sharp frag- 
ments; so that unless the magnetite be in too 
great proportions its effective hardness is higher. 
The process of determining this hardness by Mr 
J. Lawrence Smith’s method is there described 
in detail, but a later and fuller discussion of this 
whole subject is given by —————, and an ab- 
stract of it appears in the present report. 

The preparation of emery for the market, its 
use in various applications, etc., are next de- 
scribed, and some interesting accounts are given 
of native Indian lapidary work. Besides the 
begri, or ordinary lapidary, there are special borers 
or drillers (bidhiya), who perforate hard gems 
with a steel gimlet rotated with a bow and leather 
strap, using corundum dust with a drip of water. 
Other processes of like character are described. 
It is interesting to learn that the ancient method 
of engraving seals, etc., with corundum is even 
yet in use in Lucknow and Kashmir; but the pro- 
cess is probably somewhat different. Corundum 
dust and oil are used, and the instrument is @ steel 
spindle tipped with a small copper disk and re- 
volved against the face of the ston 

Emery wheels, their varieties and uses, are quite 
fully described, and their economy of time and 
labor as compared with grindstones, which they 
are fast replacing for many purposes. 

The remainder of the fifth chapter is occupied 
with a discussion of corundum as a gem. Refer- 
ences are made to the curious superstitions in 
India, many of which appear in the writings of 
its classical authors, as to the power belonging 
to rubies and sapphires for good or ill fortune in 
all sorts of relations. Both these gems are divided 
by Hindoo authorities into four castes or grades 

3rahman, Kshatriya, Vaishya and Shudra, in 
descending order—according to their quality. The 
native cutting, still practiced, although consider- 
ably diminished by the superior methods of Euro- 
pean work, is described on the authority of Mr. 
W. Hoey, who made a report some years since 
upon the industries of northern India. Three 
principal styles are employed: Taura, flat on both 
sides, with beveled edges; mathaila, flat below and 
convex above (our cabochon), and tilakridar, flat 
below and faceted above. Various details are also 
given as to prices paid to native cutters, and so 
forth. 

The value of cut stones is last treated, and the 
enormous increase in the value of rubies as they 
increase in size, when of fine quality, and the 
slight increase im the value of sapphires as they 
increase in size, are shown. Rubies of more than 
four carats are so rare as to have no regular esti- 
mable value. The largest ever brought to Europe 
were two Burman rubies, imported in 1875, weigh- 
ing, respectively, 37 and 47 carats, reduced by cut- 
ting to 32 5-16 and 38 9-16, and said to have been 
sold for £10,000 and £20,000 respectively; but it 
is not known who were the purchasers. Many of 
the finest rubies are pierced—an evidence of In- 
dian origin. Of these the most noted is that now 
in the crown of Victoria, Empress of India. It is 
said to have been given to Edward, the Black 
Prince, in 1367, by Don Pedro, King of Castile, 
and to have been worn by Henry V. in his helmet, 
at Agincourt. This, however, ts believed to have 


been a spinel. : 

The sixth chapter consists of an index to the 
literature on Indian corundum, both general and 
classified by provinces. This is followed by an 
extended glossary of native terms used in con 
nection with the various kinds of corundum, their 
uses, methods of cutting, etc. The report con 
cludes with a detailed index of localities.

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LEGENDS OF RINGS. 





SOME OF THE CREDULITIES AND SUPERSTITIONS AT- 
TACHED TO FINGER RINGS IN THE PAST. 





(Commenced in issue of April 18) 


Rings formerly constituted the princi 
pal means for the prevention or cure ol 
cramp. They were of various kinds, and 
were sometimes considered more efhca 
cious if formed out of the screws or nails 
taken from coffins.* Andrew Boord 
who lived in the time of Henry VIIL, al- 
luding to the cramp, says: “The Kynge’s 
Majestie hath a great helpe in this matter 
in hallowynge crampe rynges, and so 
given without money or petition.” Also, 
“The Kynges of Englande doth halowe 
every yere cramp rynges, ye which rynges 
worne on one’s fynger doth helpe them 
whych hath the crampe.”” This ceremonial 
was practiced by previous sovereigns, and 
discontinued by Edward VI. Queen Mary 
intended to revive it. At a meeting of the 
Archaeological Institute (June 6, 1851), a 
manuscript was exhibited, belonging to 
Cardinal Wiseman, containing both the 
ceremony for the blessing of the 
cramp rings, and that for the touching 

* The rings and screws of coffins have been sup 
osed to possess certain virtues from the time of 
Pliny to our own. He tells us that “prodest proe- 
fixisse in limine ¢ sepulchro avulsos clavos adver 
sus mnocturnas lymphationes.” Bacon observes, 
“There are two things in use to prevent the cramp, 
viz., ring, of sea-horse teeth, worn upon the fin 
gers, and fillets of green periwinkle, tied about 
the calf of the leg, the thigh, etc., where the cramp 
usually comes. This seems the more strange, be- 
cause neither of them has any relaxing virtue, 
but rather the contrary; whence they appear to 


operate rather upon the spirits in the nerves, than 
upon the spbstance in the nerves themselves.” 


for the king’s evil. At the commencement 
of the manuscript are emblazoned the arms 
of Philip and Mary. The first ceremony 
is headed “Certain prayers to be used by 
the Queene’s Heighnes in the consecra- 
tion of the Crampe rynges.” Accompany 
ing it is an illumination, representing the 
queen kneeling, with a dish containing the 
rings to be blessed on each side of her. 
Edmund Waterton thinks that this man 
uscript is the same from which Bishop 
3urnet printed the formula used at this 
ceremony. In Pegge’s “Curialia Miscel- 
lanea” is also the form of prayer and con- 
secration. After a psalm, the sovereign 
reads a prayer for the communication ol 
the divine gift of healing; after which a 
prayer is said over the rings lying in one 
basin or more: “O God, the Maker of 
heavenly and earthly creatures, and the 
most gracious Restorer of mankind, the 
Dispenser of spiritual grace, and the Ori- 
gin of all blessings: send down from 
Heaven thy Holy Spirit the Comforter up 
on these rings artificially framed by the 
workmen, and by Thy great power, purify 
them so that all the malice of the fowle 
and venomous Serpent be driven out: and 
so the metal, which by Thee was created, 
may remain pure and free from all dregs 
of the enemy, through Christ our Lord.” 
Another form of prayer for the blessing 
of the rings is as follows: “O God of 
Abraham, God of Isaac, God of Jacob, 
hear mercifully our prayers. Spare those 
who feare Thee. Be propitious to Thy 
suppliants, and graciously be pleased to 
send down from Heaven Thy holy Angel, 
that he may sanctify and bless these rings,

humility,” etc. After the blessing and 
other prayers, “the King’s Highnes rub- 
beth the rings between his hands, saying: 
‘Sanctify, O Lord, these rings, and gra 
ciously bedew them with the dew of Thy 
benediction, and consecrate them by t!] 
rubbing of our hands, which Thou has: 
been pleased, according to our ministry, to 
sanctify by an external effusion of holy 
oil upon them, to the end that what the 
nature of the metal is not able to per 
form, may be wrought by the greatness 
of Thy grace.”” Then must holy water 
be cast on the rings, saying: “In the 
name of the Father, the Son and of the 
Holy Ghost. Amen.” 


Medicated rings were in great request 
by the empirics of old for the cure of 
diseases, and the practice was common 
among the medical professors of the mid 
dle and lower Roman Empire. Marcellus, 
a physician who lived in the reign of 
Marcus Aurelius, directs the patient who 
is afflicted with a pain in the side to 
wear a ring of pure gold, inscribed with 
some Greek letters, on a Thursday, at 
the decrease of the moon. It was to be 
worn on the right hand if the pain was 
on the left side, and vice versa. Trallian, 
another physician, living in the fourth 
century, cured the colic and all bilious 
complaints by means of an _ octangular 
ring of iron, on which eight words were 
to be engraved, commanding the bile to 
enter the body of a lark! A magic dia- 
gram was to be added. He tells us that 
he had great experience in the remedy. 
He recommends also a cure for the stone 
by wearing a copper ring with the figure 
of a lion, a crescent and a star, to be 
placed on the fourth finger; and for the 
colic in general a ring with Hercules 
strangling the Nemaean lion. 

Rings on which the names of the Three 
Kings of Cologne were inscribed were 
considered in olden times exceedingly effi- 
cacious in the cure of various disorders: 
one, in the Londesborough collection, has, 
in addition to the names, the inscription: 
“in. God. is. a. r.,” probably implying 
“God is a remedy.”
